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On pages 14 and 15 of the Remarks, Applicant asserts that the presently claimed invention is distinct from Tsutsumitake because the 
presently claimed invention does not require receiving a page update request. The Examiner finds that this point is moot, because the 
claims do not preclude the additional step of receiving a page update request. That is, the claims are not limited to only the recited steps 
(e.g. not written as "consisting or). Therefore, even though Tsutsumitake may require receiving a page update request from the client, 
Tsutsumitake still anticipates each limitation of the claims. In particular, an update package (updated page) is generated at the server 
and sent to the client. 

Applicant further asserts that the "normal" HTML page of Tsutsumitake does not anticipate the limitation of "content indicating the 
detected state changes." The Examiner respectully disagrees. The content of the updated HTML page will include updated information 
for those regions corresponding to the detected state changes. For example, when a state change is detected reflecting an over-current 
in a device, the web page will be updated to alert the user to this change (see col. 8, line 57 - col. 9, line 5). Therefore, the content of the 
updated HTML page does include content indicating the detected state changes. 

The limitation of queuing is anticipated for the reasons cited in the Final Office Action. Applicant is encouraged to further distinguish the 
claimed invention from the Tsutsumitake reference. 
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
